Minority companies that are recruited for this initiative will take part 
in a six-month training program where they will develop an export 
marketing plan with trade and finance specialists from the private 
sector and federal and state governments. These companies will receive 
personalized counseling and take part in small seminars focusing on 
the nuts and bolts of exporting. They wiil then be given the 
opportunity to take part in trade missions, matchmakers, and other 
programs that will facilitate the sale of their products in those foreign 
markets in which they are most likely to succeed.
